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To celebrate the fiftieth wedding anniversary of their parents in the fall of 1985, Fraser, Russell and 


Stephen Smith established an endownrent for the Wilma and Clifford Smith Visitor in Music to bring 
annually to the Faculty of Music a Distinguished Visitor who, over the years, will reflect the 
varied specializations in the Faculty. The distinction of the Visitorship is established by the 
presence of Dr. Jon Vickers as the first Visitor. Dr. Vickers has spent this week working with 
students in the Faculty and today fulfills the wish of the Smith family that on one occasion 
the Visitor share his activities in the Faculty with the Toronto musical comunity. 


Jon Vickers was born in Prince Albert, Saskatchewan. He began his musical activities there, in 
Flin Flon and later in Winnipeg. Encouraged to pursue his singing professionally, he care to 
Toronto to study at the Royal Conservatory with the late George Lambert. Almost immediately he 
was much sought after as an oratorio and concert singer. In 1951 he sang in Messiah at Massey 
Hall with the Toronto Mendelssohn Choir under Sir Emest MacMillan and the next year recorded 
that work with the Choir, his first professional recording. Studies in the Opera School resulted 
in many stage and radio performances of opera, among them Don Jose in a Canadian Opera Camany 
production of Carmen in 1956 and as the Male Chorus in Britten's The Rape of Lucretia at the Stratford 


Festival. Early in 1957 Dr. Vickers made his debut with the Royal Opera, Covent Garden, and established 


a special relationship with that company that has remained through the years. Bayreuth followed, 
and soon the Vienna State Opera, the Teatro Colon in Buenos Aires, the Metropolitan in New York, 
and virtually every great opera house in the world. 


Among his performances in Canada, many will remember his magnificent Tristan in Montréal, or the 
first act of Die Walkure with Birgit Nilsson under Zubin Mehta in Toronto. At the Guelph Spring 
Festival there was a performance again of the Chorus in The Rape of Lucretia, and it was at Guelph 
that Dr. Vickers first sang publicly Schubert's song cycle Die Winterreise, the cycle that he 
performed in an extraordinary recital last season at Roy Thomson Hall. And last spring Toronto 
heard Dr. Vickers with the Metropolitan Opera Company in two of his greatest roles, Siegnund in 
Die Walkire and Peter Grimes.
